AND RESERVE FORCES (INCLUDING NATIONAL GUARD) AND ANY RELATED RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTION, AND IN RELEVANCE OF U.S. 

MOBILIZATION AND REINFORCEMENT PLANNING TO NATO NEEDS IN TIME OF 

TENSION AND HOSTILITIES. EWG ASPECT OF MAJOR INTEREST WOULD AP 

PEAR TO BE FURTHER ELUCIDATION OF U.S. VIEWS ON BASIC ISSUES OF

RANKING MEMBER OF GROUP FOR PROTOCOL PURPOSES. OTHER SENIOR MEMBERS 
OF GROUP, IN ADDITION TO MR. PRENDERGAST, ARE MAJOR GENERAL TOMMASINI 
(ITALIAN AIR FORCE), WHO IS ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF THE NATO INTERNA- 
TIONAL MILITARY STAFF; BRIG. GENERAL FREVERT -NIEDERMEIN (GERMAN 
ARMY), WHO IS DEFENSE ADVISOR OF THE FRG DELEGATION TO NATO; MR. 

R. BRABAND, NATO CIVILIAN GRADE A-7, WHO IS INTERNATIONAL STAFF 
DIRECTOR FOR FORCE PLANNING; MR. M. DOUNTAS, DEFENSE ADVISOR OF 
THE GREEK DELEGATION, WHO HOLDS RANK OF COUNSELOR; MR. CARSTEN, 
DEFENSE ADVISOR OF NETHERLANDS DELEGATION TO NATO, WHO HOLDS RANK 
OF COUNSELOR; MR. LEINE, DEFENSE ADVISOR OF NORWEGIAN DELEGATION 
TO NATO, WHO HOLDS RANK OF COUNSELOR; AND MR. MACDONALD, DE-
